TAX RATE UP ONLY SIX 
CENTS ON THE HUNDRED. 


AXPAYERS of Los Angeles will 
be 10 cents to the good on every 
$100 of assessed valuation over 
what was anticipated by the Finance 
Committee of the City Council as the 


tax rate for the present year. The 
rate will be $1.60 on the $100, in- 
stead of $1.70, as expected. 

All indications pointed to an in- 
rate, because of the 
unusual demands for money to meet 
the necessities of a rapidly-growing 
city. The closest paring of estimates 
of departments and the increase of 
valuations have brought about a com- 
bination, however, that allowed the 
Council yesterday to adopt a resolu- 
tion fixing the tax rate at the more 
satisfactory figure. 

The tax rate last year was $1.54 on 
the $100. The new rate is an increase 
of 6 cents per $100, the rate for gen- 
eral purposes being raised from 90 
cents to $1 on the $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


There is a lessening of the amount 
mecessary to be raised for interest 


and sinking funds on bonds. Last year 
it was necessary to secure for this 
purpose $1,492,344.31. The amount 
called for this year is $1,303,133.69, a 
decrease of $189,210.62 on the bond 
issues made prior to November &, 
1910. For interest and sinking fund 
on bond issues since that date the 
city will have to raise $944,155.50, or 
$119,477.19 more than last year, bu 
this leaves stil) a total of $69,733.43 
less for these purposes this year than 
required last year. 

The city has invested its sinking 
funds in its own bond issues, thus 
saving interest of $67,000 annually 
on the Franklin Canyon trunk line 
bonds, and $70,000 on investments on 
other bond issues.
